Calgary.—The Vulcan well in the 
Turner Valicy field has taken its 
place as one of the deepest oil wells 
in the world, having passed the 
6,000-foot depth. Both oil and gas 
have been encountered but the drill- 
ers are prepared to go 6,000 feet. 


A record mangel, weighing 3838 
pounds, has been grown by Dr. Col- 
vert, of the “White House,” Sooke 
River, B.C., following other near- 
records produced on his farm. He 
has just sold a ton of them, con- 
sisting of 100 mangels, averaging 
20 pounds apiece. 


Toronto.—The first shipment of 
foxes from this point to the United 
Kingdom, valued at $10,000, has left 
recently via the Canadian Pacific 
“Express. There were 16 foxes in all 
ineluding the International D.66 
champion and grand ehampion of 
the 1925 Royal Agricultural Winter 
Fair, valued at $4,500. | 


Serious consideration to the con- 
servation of big and small game 
in the United States is being given 
by members of game and fish pro- 
tective organizations in various 
states who are holding the thirteenth 
National Game Conference’ at the 
Hotel Pennsylvania, in New York 
city, December 6th and 7th. 


Quebec.—Estimates of the cutting 
of timber for the season 1926-27 
which runs from the latter part of 
August to the end of April, as com- 
piled by experts here, are that the 
cut will be from 16 to 20 per cent.

The Imperial Conference, which recently concluded its acliberations in 
London, marked the passing of another milestone in the history of the British 
Empire. In the importance of the conclusions unanimously arrived at the 
Conference is rightly regarded as a most momentous event in Nmpire relation- 
ships and in the development of constitutional self-government tor the Over- 
seas Dominions, and second only to that other historic 
Dominions were admitted to the League of Nations 
Great Britain’ and all foreign nations.. 

The Conference decisions, in some respects, 
tance the entry of the Dominions into the League of Nations. 
reached are necessary to give full effect to the position of the 
members of he League. 

In some quarters there 
and effect of the Conference decisions and to create 
a very pronounced step in the direction of complete independence of the 
Dominions and the breaking up of the Empire, In other quarters, the tendency 
is to belittle and minimize the work of the Conference as having, in effect, 
changed nothing. The true situation ia to be found two 
extremes. 

In numerous instances the C onference has merely given official recognition 
to policies and methods of procedure which have been followed in recent years | 
as the self-governing powers of the Dominions have been developed from 
time to time, and as former methods have become obsolete. In ofher instances j 
radical departures from past customs and procedure have been made, and | 
ditticulties removed so as to enable the Dominions to exercise rights and pow- | 
ers which they claimed, thus removing possibilities of misunderstandng and 
friction in the future, 

The main achievement of the Conference has been in the direction ot 
Clarifying the relationship which the Dominions bear to each cther and to} 
Great Britain. In other words, a clear understanding has been reached on 
matters of vital domestic concern to the Empire. It has been definitely set | 
down in black and white that, so far as the Empire itself is concerned, each | 
self-governing unit occuples a position of equallty with any and all other | 
units. Absolute equality of status is established and Canada and the other | 
Dominions now occupy exactly the samme position within the Empire as does | 
Great Britain itself. All recognize and render alleglunce to the King. 

A change is, therefore, nade in the position oc cupied by the Governor: 
General. Heretofore the Governor-General has been not only the representa- | 
tive of His Majesty but also the agent of the British Government. In future | 
he will be His Majesty's representative only, and will occupy the ‘saine position 
in relation to the administration of public affairs in the Dominion as is held 
by the King in Great Britain, but it is not a representat ive or agent of the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain. Formerly all communications between the Dominion 
Government and the British Government had to pass through the Governor- 
General and the Colonial Minister in the British Government. In future 
communication will be direct between Government and Government a3 equals. | 

In future, matters relating to Dominion affairs will be decided solely by, 
the Dominion and the Royal Assent will be given or withheld, not on the} 
advice of the Government of Great Britain, but on the advice of the Dominion 
Government. 

The treaty making powers of the Dominions, hitherto a moot aud disputed 
point, have been clearly defined and one Dominion can now enter into a treaty 
with another Dominion or with a foreign nation in the name of the Crown 
without the Governments of Great Britain or of other Dominions being parties 
to it. Dominion plenipotentiaries for the negotiation and signing of treaties 
will do so under powers issued by the King on the ndvice of the Government 
concerned, rather than on the advice of the Government of Great Britain as 
fius been the case in the past. 

The right of the Dominions to appoint ambas sadors or ministers to for- 
eign governments is clearly establishe .d, and it is foreshadowed that the, 
Dominions will maintain such minfsters in London while the Goverment of 
Great Britain will send repre Dominions just as 
foreign nations.
